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Schonefeld (2-93): The purported copy of an order from the Brandenburg SMA, 
dated 26 June 1947, indicates that the construction of a Russian civilian ILLEGIB 
eirfield at Schonefeld has now cbumenced, Land for use ag an airfield has 
been expropriated from farms belonging to the commmities of Diepensee and 
Schénefeld. Ideutenant Colonel iStolyarov has been desimated director of 
the airport. 5 , 


Werder (2-53): Activities at the airfield at Nerder, near Berlin, give every 
indication for the assumption that the field 1s being used as an important 
Russian Air Force headquarters. A lively courier treffic was observed 1% 
late as 14 July 1947. U2 lieison planes repeatedly arrived from the SE and 
took off again to proceed NNE. A U~2 plane with an enclosed cabin (generally 
used only by staff officers and generals) and a PS-84 transport were obsexrvad 
on the field on 5 July 1947. 


AL barracks at the Werder field are intact and fully occupied. Of the six 
hangars originally situated thers, only one is still usable. As of 14 Suly 
1947, one had been completely dismantisd and the other four were in the sor= 
ceas of dismantlement. The grass landing strip was in good condition o: that 
date. , 


The kemendatura building at the Werder airfield is surrounded by fleeces aad 
there is heayy automobile traffic on the road leading to the field, Tw: 
heavy cables (heavier than field talephone cables) are strung from the towa 
of Werder to the airfield. (Ses Attachment I for a sketch of the field and 
Attachment II for a list of automobile markings observed at Werder.) 
Scharteucke (Y-93): It was observed on 6 July 1947 that the sits of the for 
mer Silva munitions plant near Scharteucks had been almost completely levelled 
off in preparation for the construction of an airfield, Part of the arc. was 
already fenced in, and guards wete posted along the open stretches at 18%= _ 
meter intervals. A temporary airfield was set up toward the end of Jume near 
Redskin, a village two kilometers NW of Scharteucke. Four U-2 apd four lagg 
planes were observed on this field. The forester in charge of Forsteret 
Alemamn was informed that he and other Germen civilians were forbidden to 
enter the woods to the south and east of Scharteucks. (Sea Attachments ITT.

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Stealon (2-65): On 3.3 July 1947 there vers 180 airpianes on the airfield at 
Staaken. One hundred were of a type similar to the cerman FieselemStorch 
liaison plane. The other eighty were heavy bombers. *
